PIN Hereas notwithſtanding the ſeveral Acts of Parliament, and His Majeſties late 
FREUTTIWEZ Royal Pzoclamation to the contrary, there is at this time a very great reſozt of 
E725 a7 Papiſts, and Perſons juſtly reputed Papiſts,toand about the Cities of London and 
gas Weltminſter, and Places thereunto adjacent The Kings molt Excellent Majeſty 
DP Ke (at the humble Requeſt of the Commons now in Parliament Aſſembled) Doth by 
„this his Royal Pzoclamation ſtrictly Charge and Command all Papiſts, and 
4 . Perſons reputed Papiſts, and ſuch as have been ſo within Sir months laſt paſt, 
That they and every of them do fozthwith depart from the ſaid Cities of London and Weſtminſter, 
and from all Places within the diſtance of Ten miles of the ſame; And that they oꝛ any of them 
ho not pꝛeſume to return again _ any pꝛetente whatſoever, within the ſpace of Six months 
from the Date of theſe Pzeſents. And leſt they oꝛ anyof them ſhould do the contrary, upon pꝛe⸗ 
tence ofany Licence foꝛinerly granted by any of the Lo2ds, oꝛ others of His Majeſties Pzivy Coun⸗ 
til, His Majeſty doth hereby Declare, That he hath cauſedall Licences of that nature foꝛmerly 
granted by any of the Lozds, oz others of His Pzivy Council, to be revoked. And His Majeſty 
doth hereby further ſtraitly Charge and Command all and every Puſtices of the Peace, Conſta⸗ 
Nies, and others His Officers andMiniſters of Juſtice within His laid Cities, and either of 4 
and within Ten miles of the ſame, That they do make ſtrict Search and Enquiry foz, and with all 
bigour pꝛoceed againſt all and every Perſon oꝛ Perſons who ſhall be found within the ſaid Cities 
London and Weſtminſter, and within Ten Miles of the ſame, during the ſaid ſpace of Six 
— — to the effect of any o the ſaid Statutes, and the purpozt of this His Majeſties 
P:oclamation. | 
-P2ovided, That nothing herein contained ſhall be conſtrued to extend to any Perſon oꝛ Perſons 
dho being fozmerly of the Popiſh Religion,” have fully Confozmed to the Pꝛoteſtant Religian, in 
uch manner as is by Law appointed, noz from the time of their reſpective Con foꝛmitp, to ſuch as 
jall hereafter in like manner Confozm themſelves.
